A remarkable discovery is said to have been 
made in Washington. It is to the effect that 
the enforcement of an order issued by Seere- 
tary Sranrow in 1862, and continuing until 
1865, levying a tax of $5 per month upon the 
wages of each colored attache of the military 
service, designed to create oa fund for the 
temporary maintenance of freedmen, amount- 
ed to an enormous sum, of which $15,000,000 
were never expended in the manner contem- 
plated, but remained in the hands of Quarter- 
masters, who, beipg under no legal obliga- 
tion to turn over or account for the money, 
have had it ever since. The Secretary of War 
refuseg to entertain a claim for the restora- 
tion of the money to the employes from whose 
wages it was deducted, having no funds 
wherewith to pay such claims, if allowed, and 
so an appeal is to be made to Congress for an 
appropriation. It has a queer look, this pro- 
posed haul of $15,000,000,—as though it 
might bea Democratic bid for the colored vote, 
or probably 4 magnificent scheme concocted 
by parties into whose hands the claims have 
fallen for a mere song. It is a matter which 
will bear looking into. 


“THE PRESENT CITY GOVERNMENT. 
The Mayor and Aldermen who are interest- 


ing themselves in the effort to impose upon 
the people of Chicago the charter of 1872, 
under the coverof a fraudulent election, have 
also undertaken the difficult political task of 
carrying water on both shoulders. The ma- 
jority of them are actuated in their partisan- 
ship of this charter by the hope and belief 
that it will extend their official career beyond 
the term for which they were elected. At the 
same time many of them desire that the city 
shall be managed in every respect the same 
as if the charter of 1872 were not in force; in 
other words, they desire that it shall bea 
dead letter in everything except in its effect 
to extend the terms of office. This double 
and conflicting purpose will lead to innn- 
merable complications, a sample of which is 
already presented in the matter of the Court- 
House architects. 

Under the old charter, the supervision of 
the building of the City-Hall was elearly 
placed in the hands of the Board of Public 
Works, and when the Common Council elect- 
ed architects, such election was promptly de- 
clared illegal and void, and the scheme was 
abandoned. The first thing the Council did, 
after canvassing the charter vote in spite of 
the injunction and declaring it in force; was 
to exercise their new powers by again elect- 
ing architects. This did not suit Mayor 
Cotvi, who wanted the Board of Public 
Works to have the same control of the matter 
as before, and he accordingly desired one of 
his law officers to give him an opinion on the 
matter. Why the Corporation Counsel or City 
Attorney was not asked for this opinion is not 
clear, but Mr. Apams, an assistant in the Cer- 
poration Counsel's office, was applied to and has 
given an opinion, in effect, that the Council have 
no more right to elect architects than they 
had before. This is a very remarkable opin- 
ion in view of the fact that all that portion of 
the old charter which conflicts with the new 
is repealed. The charter of 1872, in the long 
list of special powers vested in the Common 
Council, expressly gives it the power— 

, Bighty-sieth—To provide for the erection and care 
of all public buildings necessary for the use of the city 
or village. 

If this were not sufficient to warrant the 
Council in appointing architects, it certain! 
becomes so in connection with the following 
provision of the charter of 1872: : 

Art. VI., See. 2. The City Council may, at its dis-

This would be a job in which your average 
Alderman would revel, and the result would 
probably be the granting of a franchise far 
more valuable and oppressive than the gas 
companies have, and at the same time deprive 
the city of the only self-sustaining institution 
it has, and one that will some day be a source 
of profit. In lien of this we shall find our- 
selves in the same lamentable condition that 
the City of London is to-day relative to its 
water-supply by private contractors, The 
health of the city will be seriously impsired 
in order to extract more money from the 
pockets of the inhabitants for the benefit of 
the men who know best how to manipulate 
the votes of the Common Conncil, 

It is proper that the dangers of this charter 
of 1872 be properly appreciated before a frtud- 
ulent electign, conducted in violation of the 
lnw, be permitted to fasten it upon the city. 
Neither the Mayor, nor the law advisers, nor 
any other Mayor, can hope to restrain a Coun- 
dil elected under the old ward system in the 
exercise of powers that gre sweeping, abso- 
lute, and unrestrained, 

HOT BLOOD Af THE HOT SPRINGS. 

Visitors at the Arkansas Hot Springs can 
hereafter not only be boiled but shot, and 
the latter torture, unlike the former, will cost 
them nothing. Southern chivalry has taken 
a fresh shootin the town; ballets are whiz- 
zing around the streets ; and the healthy, as 
well as the sick, are in hot water. The rea- 
son of the row of last Friday is somewhat 
uncertain. We gather from the confused re- 
ports of the local papers that some victim of 
the prevalent lunacy which keeps its votaries 
walking a hundred miles a day and never 
getting anywhere has turned up at the Town 
of Hot Springs, has had bets made on him, 
and has thus become the source of a quarrel 
and an attempted murder.

Tue 
contents of the dispatch were, according to in- 
structions, orally communicased by the German 
representatives to the Governments to which 
they were respectively accredited. The exist- 
ence of this dispatch was divulged, and gave rise 
to the reports which have lately caused so much 
alarm throughout Europe.

THE CONSTITUTIONAL BILLS. 

Pants, May 18.—In the Assembly to-day Min- 
ister Drfaure submitted a bill regulating the 
reiations between the public Powers. It pro- 
vides that the Senate and Chamber of Deputies 
shall meet annually in January, and sit at least 
five months in the year. The President of the 
Repubh may communicate with the Chambers 
by message. The Chambers are obliged to 
reconsijer any decision if the Presiden: 
makes request to that effect. The. President 
and Ministers can be impeached only byethe 
Chamber of Deputies, and must be tried by the 
Senate. 

M. Dufaure aleo introduced a bill relative to 
the organization ef the Senate. It provides 
that electidns for Senators shall be ed by 
decree, which must be issded six months before 
the day appointed for the holding thereof. 

A motion was made by the Minister that the 
bills be referred to the Committee of Thirty. 

The Left opposed the motion, and urged 
that the bills be referrod to the Senatorial Com- 
mittee. 

M. Dufaure's motion was defeated, whereupon 
M. Batie announced. that the Committee of 
Thirty resigned their functions.
